Stains pre- 
pared by our color experts, contain- 
ing the strongest color pigments, 
pure linseed oil and "binder," are 
forced by power application into the 
fibre of the wood, in the same man- 
ner that dye colors cloth. The 
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EDHAM power method of impreg- 
nating Red Cedar Shingles with color 
ensures that each and every shingle 
is thoroughly saturated from tip to 
butt, coloring the wood in a manner 
that seems to emboss the grain, 
causing it to stand out and ensuring 
durable, permanent colors that are 
rich and soft in tone. Compare the 
difference between the shingle that 
is brushed, sprayed or dipped in the 
ordinary manner, with the EDHAM 
method of driving the stain into the 
open pores of the wood.

absolutely rust-resisting, otherwise 
they cannot last their appointed 
period of a half century. The ordi- 
nary blue wire nail lasts but ten or 
twelve years. It must be at once 
apparent that to use such a nail is 
to invite trouble. Use a rust-resist- 
ing nail Galvanized, cut-iron or 
zinc-coated nails are good. The 
difference in cost is a mere nothin
